STATEMENT OF SUBSTANCE OF INTERVIEW 

An Interview was conducted on July 25, 2006 for the above-identified application. 
An Interview Summary reflecting the Interview on July 25 5 2005 was given to the 
undersigned. During the interview it was argued that the Section 103(a) combination was 
legally flawed because the cited prior art teaches away from the alleged 
modification/combination. In particular, while Maekawa (US 6, 164,785) discloses a high 
image clarity value, it teaches that high haze is a problem and that reduced haze values 
are desired (e.g., see Maekawa at col. 1, lines 45-50; and col. 7, lines 14-17). Thus, 
Maekawa teaches that high haze values are undesirable, thereby teaching away from the 
Section 103(a) combination/modification made by the Examiner. The remarks set forth 
in the July 1 1, 2006 amendment were also repeated during the interview.
